EA8TFRN TUKF TOPICS. 

•‘Trainer Rowe continues to uncover a good two- 
year-old from the Keene stable almost every week. 
It was almost two weeks ago that he cut loose the 
filly Dazzling, by St. Leonards— Splendour, who 
later in the Saratoga Special ran a superb race and 
finished second to Irish Lad, the winner. Last 
week Rowe uncorked Flying Prince, a magnificent 
colt by Ben Brush— Fairy Slipper, which, like Daz- 
zling, instantly showed sterling merit. It was gen- 
erally expected that Flying Prince would start in 
the United States Hotel Stakes on Saturday, but it 
is said that Rowe concluded to wait until the Futur- 
ity before allowing the colt to start again, thereby 
letting him into the big $60, GOO race without penal- 
ties. Turfmen are wondering what youngsters will 
represent the Keenes in the Futurity. Some be- 
lieve that it will be Flying Prince and Dazzling, 
while others feel quite sure that at the last mo- 
ment the stable will fall back upon such seasoned 
campaigners as Whitechapel, Hnrst Park, Dales- 
man or Injunction,” says the New York Sun of Mon- 
day. 

‘*As the Futurity draws near, by the way, the 
probable winner cannot be selected by the sharps. 
While it is conceded that the Keenes hold a winning 
hand, it is not forgotten that there are nearly a 
dozen other contenders who appear to have a 
chance. Only on Saturday the colt Skilful, winner 
of the United States Hotel Stakes, showed that he 
is a possible winner of the great raee. Whitney Sc 
Duryea’s Irish Lad, winner of the Saratoga Special 
is a favorite already with numerous smart persons. 
Mexican, the colt purchased by R. T. Wilson, Jr., 
who went lame during a gallop the day after the 
Mackay sale, may start in the Futurity, as his ail- 
ment just now is not considered serious. If he does 
go to the post, Mexican will have loads of backing. 
Julius Fleischmann has a likely colt in Hurstbourne, 
while August Belmont’s much-talked-of Hastings 
colt, Mizzen, will be in the leading figures. J. B. 
Haggiu’s Charles Elwood and Sir Voorhies are also 
worthy of consideration, together with J. E. Mad- 
den’s River Pirate and Acefull. One might go on 
naming over the candidates to the extent of fifty 
with a reason why each of them ought to have a 
look-in, all of which tends to show that this year’s 
Futurity will be a mighty interesting affair and 
that no two-year-old can look for an easy victory. 

“Chuctanunda’s performance in the Delaware 
Handicap on Saturday when he ran a mile in 1 :38 
was the talk of all turfmen here yesterday, espe- 
cially those who came down from the Spa to spend 
Sunday. One of them said to The Sun man in a 
chat at the Metropole yesterday : 

“ ‘Chuctanunda is a great horse just now. He 
could have run that mile in world’s record time if 
he had been at all pressed. ' As it was the colt was 
under wraps all the way and won easily. He and 
Douro, his stable companion, are a fast pair and 
will be hard to beat from now on. The Sanfords 
intend to race both of them on local tracks later.’ 

“ It is freely predicted that before the Saratoga 
meeting ends, the mile record will be lowered. The 
track at the Spa is not only lightning fast, but is 
also banked at the turns in such a manner that rec- 
ords are inevitable. Those who have been to Sara- 
toga are loud in their praise of the track manage- 
ment and the racing itself. One of the leading 
bookmakers made the statement yesterday that the 
amount of money in circulation was enormous, but 
whau asked whether it was true that as much as 
$50,000 was wagered by one man on one horse in a 
single race, he laughed long and loudly. 

“ ‘Those are pipe stories,’ said he. * If that much 
money was bet by one man and the horse won, how 
long do you think the ring would last? When you 
hear that a man wants to bet a million dollars on a 
race at Saratoga you cau bet that $10,000 is a big 
bet for him, whoever he may be. I do not deny 
that there has been some heavy plunging, but the 
amounts said to have been won and lost are greatly 
exaggerated.’ ” 

A NEW SALES CENTER. 

“Actuated by the unexpected success of the 
Mackay and Reed sales last week, the officers of the 
Saratoga Racing Association are seriously consider- 
ing an innovation which may result in bringing to 
Saratoga the annual yearling sales of the great 
breeding establishments of Kentucky, Tennessee 
and California. The details of the plan have not 
yet been fully considered and agreed upon, bat the 
scheme comprehends the constrnction of 900 stalls 
to house yearlings in and a three-quarter straight- 
away track on which to break them. 

“Mr. William C. Whitney and his brother officers 
in the management of Saratoga’s racing enterprise 



have asked for figures as to the cost of 900 stalls, 
and Charles W. Leavitt, Jr., the builder,of the ne w 
track, has been requested to find out immediat ely 
how much land in the neighborhood of Horse 
Haven would be needed to baild the straightaway 
on, and what the construction of such a track 
would cost,” says a Saratoga letter to Daily 
America. 

“It is understood that the association will, if the 
plan is adopted, let the new stalls out to the breed- 
ing establishments or the sale companies conduct- 
ing the auctions for nominal rents. They only 
want enough money to pay the cost of maiutena nee . 

“The association believes it could get back any 
money expended in the construction of the stalls 
and track in gate money from the crowds the sales 
would attract. If the scheme should be adopted 
and put through, Saratoga would, more than ever, 
be the great racing center of the United States. 

“The yearling sales would add greatly to the 
attractiveness of the Saratoga meetings. They are 
becoming more and more interesting year by year, 
owing to the rapidly spreading interest in horse 
racing and the numerous accessions the sport is 
getting from the ranks of the wealthy. 

“Saratoga offers peculiar advantages as a place 
for the breaking and selling of yearlings. The 
climate is healthful, the water unsurpassed; there 
are no mosquitos and only a few flies, and the 
tender youngsters would not be exposed to de- 
structive attacks of catarrhal fever. The idea of 
making Saratoga a place for the yearling sales oc- 
curred to Mr. Whitney at the Mackay auction. 

“The selling of the Mackay horses here was an 
experiment, as to the success of which many smart 
horsemen were dubions. It turned out that every 
one who amounted to anything in the horse 
world, or who ever hoped to, was present, and the 
Mackay horses— Mexican excepted— fetched bigger 
prices than it was expected they would bring. 

“There is nothing to do here of mornings except 
to drink water, and as water drinking sometimes 
becomes monotonous, Mr. Whitney believes that all 
Saratoga would turn out to attend yearling sales. 
Saratoga has not as many side attractions as New 
York to divert the attention of buyers. 

“One feature which the officers of the Saratoga 
Association believe will appeal strongly to the big 
breeders is the fact that Saratoga is the regular 
meeting place of the eastern and western stables, 
and, as such, attracts western horsemen who can- 
not conveniently get to the Sheepshead Bay and 
Gravesend meetings in the early spring. If the 
scheme goes through, buyers will be permitted to 
use all the Saratoga courses after the wind-up of 
the midsummer meetings to exercise their new pur- 
chases over.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

“There is a deal on for the purchase of the con- 
trolling interest in the stock of tbe Louisville 
Jockey Club by an organization headed by Louis V. 
Bell, the well-known oastern turfman, and the prob- 
abilities are that Judge Charles F. Price will be 
made its president and general manager,” says a 
Cincinnati newspaper of yesterday. 

“At the close of the spring meeting in May it was 
apparent to the present holders of the stock that 
ere another meeting certain changes in the man- 
agement would be necessary, and accordingly 
Colonel W. E. Applegate submitted to Mayor 
Grainger a proposition to take the presidency of the 
organization at a salary of $',C03 per year. 

“Subsequently Charles F. Price, who made rac- 
ing so popular in Louisville during his regime as 
secretary, announced his resignation as general 
manager of the California Jockey Club. Then it 
was whispered that there was a possibility of his 
going back to Louisville. In answer to this rumor 
Judge Price said while in the stand at the Latonia 
spring meeting that no propositions had been made 
to him with ttiat end in view. 

“A few days prior to the opening of the Saratoga 
meeting Judge Price was in Cincinnati on his way 
to the great eastern resort, but at that time he said 
there was nothing new in the situation at Louis- 
ville so far as he was aware. 

“A few days ago Mayor Grainger joined Judge 
Price at Saratoga. The information now is that 
Mayor Grainger has declined the proposition made 
by Colonel Applegate and is urging the consumma- 
tion of the deal now on foot. 

“Friends of Jndge Price have subscribed $30,000, 
and Mr. Bell basagreod to put up whatever balance 
may be necessary to put the management of the 
organization in the hands of Judge Price. 

“If the deal goes through, Matt Winn, of Loui» 
▼iile, will in all probability be the secretary.”
